Switzerland 
They 
Select 
Even 


Gravediggers by Ballot. 


According to Professor F. F. Uoget 


of Geneva, the Swiss have the great- 
est political intelligence in the world 
today. 


"Every citizen of a canton is a Swiss 


citizen." 'says Professor Roget. "One 
must become a member of some local 
commune to become naturalized and 
in order to do so must be accepted by 
the local communal council. 


"Every male Swlsa citizen Is nn elec- 


tor from the age of twenty, there be- 
ing no property qualification. 
Every 


Swiss is a soldier and every soldier an 
elector. Tb« federal elector may vote 
wherever he may happen to bo. guar- 
antees being taken that he votes only 
once. 


"The cantons are the political units, 


and no elector mny exercise political 
rights in more than one canton. On 
moving from one locality to another 
the Swiss must wait three months be- 
fore he mny oxerc-ise the franchise in 
his new neighborhood." 


Professor Roget declares that "ea-ery 


collective authority in Switzerland is 
elected. 


"The foreigner," he state3, "Is often 


surprised to see in a Swiss newspaper 
on ft Monday the results o£ all kinds of 
elections on the Sunday. 
If he had 


gone into a polling booth on the Sun- 
day be would have found in this cor- 
ner a clerk at a desk, at which the 
elector would vote for thfe local school- 
master. 


"In another corner would be a desk 


at which he would vote for the local 
judge, in another part of the same 
room he would vote for the local grave- 
digger, and so on through a whole 
series of officials, all of whom are pop- 
ularly elected. 


"The result of this twining is that 


tho political intelligence 't'f tho Swiss 
is extremely developed, and that he 
thoroughly understands what he is vot- 
ing about at home In his native coun- 
try, and that when he si>es abroad he 
finds it very easy to understand and 
to take parr in any political movements 
among which ho may find himself." — 
Exchange.

Gazetteer and Topographical Diction- 
ary," published in 1819, by one John 
Kilbourn, a resident of Columbus. It 
contains a description of every Ohio 
county, town, lake, river, mine, etc., 
as then known and provides an In- 
teresting basis for a comparison 
of

A more serious feature 


of the situation is the fact that the 
heavier operation of the 
steel mills 


hns not produced anv firming up in 
prices, and steel mills appear to be 
just as readv to shade prices now as 
they were, two or three 
weeks 
ago. 


There has heen very little shading of 
prices on plain shapes, hut there is 
no question that many contracts for 
fabricated material have heen taken 
in the past few weeks at prices which 
would net a loss to the fabricator, if 
based upon tho full mill prices for the 
plain material.
